California Situati 


Says State Will Give Large 
Majority to President 
La Follette Rapidly Ebbing 
in Strength, He Asserts

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.——-Rep- 
resentative W. A. Free of Califor-

A naval airport and fleet supply
